5. In case of Pilots, whose services have been requisitioned for any movement but not utilised after the pilot has 
boarded a vessel, fees at Rs. 600/- (US $ 28.56 in case of all vessels other than coastal vessels) shall be levied. How¬ 
ever, the fees shall not be levied in cases of (a) cancellations received two hours before the pilot boarded the vessels and

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(b) cancellations of movement caused under exceptional circumstances for reasons that cannot be attributed to the 
vessels. If any doubt arises about the payment of the fees under this clause, the matter shall be referred to the 
Chairman/MTP, whose decision shall be final. 

6. Ifthe vessel is notable to m ave within thirty nimutes of plot's boarding it lor the purpose of pilotage, it 
shall be liable to pay an extra fee (4) Rs. 300/- per half an hour or part thereof (US $ 14.28 per half an hout or part 
thereof in case of all vessels other than coastal vessels) beyond thirty minutes, till it move-,. 

7. If an outward bound vessel carries away a pilot outside the port limit due to bad weather, compensation («■, 
Rs, 1,000/- per clay (US % 47,50 per day in ease of all vessels other than coastal vessels) shall be payable by the 
Master of the vessel till the pilot reports buck for duty at the Port. In addition the boarding and lodging 
expenses of the pilot on board the ship and the cost of sending him back to the port shall bo payable by the 
Master of the vessels. 

Note. —Any operation as above performed for the convenience of the port shall not be charged - 

8. For computing actual amount payable in rupees in respect of all vessels other than coastal vessels, the 
exchange rate notified by the Reserve Bank of India prevailing on the date of arrival of the vessel be taken into consi¬ 
deration. In case the date of arrival of the vessel happens to be a holiday, the previous bank working day will apply.

G.S.R. 581(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 33, read with Section 34 of 
the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) and in supersession of the notification of Government of, India in the Ministry 
of Shipping and Transport (Port Wing) No.: G.S.R. 52(E) daled 30th January 1985 except as respects things done or 
omitted to be done before such supersession, the Central Government hereby directs that the with effect from the 
day following the expiration of sixty days from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, Port 
dues shall be levied on each of the vessel entering the port of Mormugao as described in column (1) of the “Schedule” 
hereby annexed at the rates specified in the corresponding entry in column (2), and at the intervals specified in the 
corresponding entry in^column (3) of the said schedule.

NOTES : 

1. Fort dues cn all ccastal vessels (other than tankers) shall be levied at 50% of above rates. 

2. Fcrt does cn foreign vessels shall be levied at 70% of above rates in the following cases : 

(a) Vessels engaged in leading/link ad ing parcels of general cargo of the order of not more than 3000 tones. 

(b) Vessels calling at the port exclusively for lightering general cargo into other vessels for being carried to any 
other port in the country. 

(c) Lash, Container and RO-RO vessels. 

3. In calculating the portduesthe day of entry of a vessel within the limits of the port Will be reckoned as tho 
day of payment irrespective of the actual day of payment, 

4 Port duos shall not be levied on : 

(i) Any pleasure yacht ; 

(ii) Any vessel, which, having, left the port, is compelled to re-enter by "stress of weather or in consequence 
of haying sustained any damage ; 

(iii) Vessels belonging to other Indian Ports; and 

(iv) Vessels belonging to Government and plying blue/white ensigns. 

5. Cargo-cum-passenger vessels entering the Pert in ballast and not carrying passengers shall pay Port Dues 

at a rate of three fourths of the above rates. 

6. Vessels that enter the Port but do not discharge or take in any cargo or passengers therein with tho 
cepticn of such unshipment and reshipment as may be necessary for tho purpose of repair) shall pay atone half of the 
above rates, 

7. Vessels proceedings from an lnd ian Port (say Bombay) to a foreign Port and callingat Mormugao to take in or 
discharge any cargo or passengers for a foreign port, shall be treated as a foreign vessel for the purposo of Port Dues. 

8. Vessels entering the Port for taking in any provisions, water, bunker, coal or liquid fuel, for their own con¬ 
sumption, shall be charged at one half of the above rates. 

9. Vessels which, after paying the port dues under notes (5), (6) and (8), re-enter the Port within the period of 
30 days for taking or discharging any cargo or passengers shall be charged the difference. 
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10. Port dues shall not be levied on any vessel calling for disembarking sick/deceased crew. 

11. For computing actual amount payable in rupees in respeet of all vessels other than coastal vessels, the ex¬ 
change rate notified by the Reserve Bank of India prevailing on the date of arrival of the vessel be talcen into cosider- 
ation. In oase the date of arrival of the vessel happens to be a noliday, the previous bank Working day will apply. 

explanation 

(a) “Vessel” includes anything made for the conveyance, mainly by water of human beings or of property. 

(b) “Tonnage” means the Net Registered Tonnage determined according to the relevant Rules. 

(c) “Coastal Vessel” means a vessel which is engaged in the carriage by sea of passengers or cargo from any 
Port or place in India to any other Port or place in India. 

(d) “Foieign Vessel” means a vessel engaged in Trading between any port or place in India and other port or 
place or between ports or places outside India.
